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False power 

There is something in the concept and practice of perceiv¬ 
ed power that cultivates stupidity This is obvious today in 
Israeli policies in the occupied West Bank, where more re¬ 
pressive and authoritarian police tactics breed more vigorous 
Arab reactions, which leads to new arrests and fines of Arab 
citizens, and this in turn leads to a higher pitch of protest 
and resistance. 

The key to understanding the situation on the West Bank 
is the nature of Israeli power there. The Israelis are holding 
and ruling the West Bank in their capacity as an occupying 
military power. They exercise rule through a series of mili¬ 
tary governors, and they don’t hesitate to quell Arab demons¬ 
trations by bringing in the army or units of their border police. 

The Israelis know very well that their hold on the West 
Bank is only as sturdy as the nozzles of the machineguns 
that maintain that rule. While they dream about giving the 
Arab population autonomous rule in the hope of keeping the 
population under their control, and thus keeping their hold 
on the land, the Israelis pursue policies whose result is inva¬ 
riably to alienate the Arab population. The result would be 
the same if the Israelis went around the West Bank handing 
out candy and ice cream. Their incompatSnlity with the Arab 
population does not stem so much from their policies, but 
from their mere presence. They will be despised and defied 
whatever they try to do, because their continued presence 
in the area is the starkest truth of Israeli aims in the Middle 
East — to grab and hold Arab land, expel Arab populations, 
and build up an edifice of Zionism that is basically incompa¬ 
tible with the indigenous population of the Middle East. 

The Israelis think they are powerful because they can 
do whatever they wish on the West Bank and face no more 
dangerous reprisals from the native Arab population than 
thrown stones, demonstrations, strikes and passive resistance. 
The Israelis view their military occupation as a sign of their 
power, while in fact their machinegun-toting presence on the 
West Bank is a sign of their fundamental weakness in the 
area. The strong man is he who picks up a stone and throws 
it at the armed soldier. 

The Israeli military authorities will continue to send their 
troops into schoolhouses to beat little Arab girls, because 
they think this is the way to pacify the area and secure their 
Zionist presence. This, basically, is a sign of stupidity bred 
by the mirage of power. It may also be another facet of the 
settler state's inexorable march towards self-destruction. 
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Jordan Valley 
federation to hold 
elections 

AMMAN. — Elections of the 
Farmers Federation, which 
was recently established' in the 
Jordan Valley to group and co¬ 
ordinate agricultural efforts, 
take place Tuesday for the first 
time in the history of Jordan. 

3,400 farmers from the Val¬ 
ley will participate in these 
elections. For organisational 
purposes, the Jordan Valley has 
becst divided into 33 develop¬ 
ment zones. Each zone inclu¬ 
des nearly 180 fanners who 
elect their board of administra¬ 
tion, entrusted with the mana¬ 
gement of the agricultural ■ af¬ 
fairs of the zone. 

Tho Fanners Federation, Jor¬ 
dan Valley Commission officials 
said, was established to create 
an atmosphere of solidarity be¬ 
tween fanners, and enable 
them to increase their produc¬ 
tion through concerted efforts 
to increase their standard of li¬ 
ving. 

This Federation, sources ad¬ 
ded, could be considered as the 
cornerstone of agricultural de¬ 
velopment in the Kingdom.

In its comment Sunday, A1 
Dustour says that in the tug of 
war drama around the Aqsa 
Mosque, a group of young Jews 
were denied access to the Mos¬ 
que for prayer by Israeli police. 
But this was not the end of it, 
judging by the pledge of the 
group leader that the attempt 
will be repeated, and by the 
sympathy towards the move¬ 
ment expressed by various fa¬ 
natic Israeli sectors. And be¬ 
hind all this is the Israeli court 
verdict, which gave such encro¬ 
achments a legal aspect, the pa¬ 
per said. 

The paper recalls the tragedy 
of the Ibrahimi Mosque in Heb¬ 
ron, despite the tactical retrac¬ 
tion by the Israeli administra¬ 
tion, whose plans finally linked 
with those of the Israeli fana¬ 
tics. 

The paper urges the Arabs 
and Muslims to perceive the 
actual size of the danger thro¬ 
ugh the comprehensive Israeli 
plan rather than through the 
spontaneous and periodical mo¬ 
ves by the Israelis to absorb 
Arab wrath in the occupied 
areas and to 'anesthesize' the 
world opinion which is show¬ 
ing greater interest in this hu¬ 
man issue. 

In another comment, A1 Dus¬ 
tour said the Arab countries sh¬ 
ould carefully plan for Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky's ex¬ 
pected visit during the second 
half of this month, as he should 
be accorded a grand reception 
in recognition of his courage¬ 
ous stand. 

“We all remember how Kreis- 
fey closed down the gathering 
centre of the Soviet Jewish 
emigrants near Vienna, and how 
he did not yield to the tremen¬ 
dous Jewish pressure at the 
“Socialist International Con¬ 
ference.” The paper went on, 
“when Kreisky understands 


that his attitude is appreciated 
by the Arabs, he will be enco¬ 
uraged to follow the indepen¬ 
dent line which will serve Aus¬ 
tria’s interest in the first pla¬ 
ce, and will open the eyes on 
the reality of Zionism as a fa¬ 
natic, petrified and racist move¬ 
ment...” 

A2 Rai’s editorial discussed 
the Jordanian emigrees in Aus¬ 
tralia, who. expressed to H. Ifi. 
King Hussein their loyalty and 
their love for their mother- 
country. “Although we .don't 
have exact numbers of the Jor¬ 
danian emigrees there, yet we 
feel that we are called to estab¬ 
lish a sort of special relation 
with the . Jordanians in Austra¬ 
lia,” the paper opined. 

It said that Arab emigreev 
throughout the world hav£ pro¬ 
ved to be non-racist groii$mJr : 
able to integrate in the life 
and interests of their new 
homeland. Arab emigrees also 
proved to be capable of preser¬ 
ving their values and traditions 
despite the difficult circumstan¬ 
ces which made them leave the¬ 
ir own country. 

The paper favours the sett¬ 
ing up of. cultural groups of 
Jordanians living in other .co¬ 
untries, and says an official or¬ 
ganisation should be establish¬ 
ed to sponsor meetings of repre¬ 
sentatives of these groups in 
the mother-country. 

In another comment A1 Rai 
discusses the sale of six Unit¬ 
ed States transport planes to 
Egypt The paper says that the 
feeling of the Israeli ambassa¬ 
dor in the U.S. following the 
submission of his Government’s

Wooden Crutch for Sterling

The maze of currency relations in inter¬ 
national money markets Is as puzzling to 
observers as to those who are involved in 
it up to their necks. The nomenclature in 
that branch of economics can shake sophis¬ 
ticated philologists and articulate lexicogra¬ 
phers out of their sobriety. 


When I was an undergraduate, I only 
knew two economic terms which signified 
the price relation between one currency and 
another, namely; par value and exchange 
rate. Now, the array includes central rate, 
effective rate, basket rate, floating rate, cross 
rate, conversion rate, spot rate, forward rate, 
etc... 

The complexity however is not merely 
confined to the jargon; It extends to actual 
developments on the international monetary 
scene. Currencies are on 'the see-saw, once 
up and once down. No major currency has 
been immune from these upswings and 
downswings during the last 4 years. The U.S. 
dollar has had its bad and good days; in 
1971 and 1972 massive purchases of dollars 
from the Eurodollar market by Japan and 
West Germany cushioned the U.S. dollar 
until it could rise again safe and sound. The 
German mark, although formidable, declined 
vis-a-vis the dollar in 1975 but' improved 
later. The ax has fallen sharply on the Ita¬ 
lian lira, and it has not recovered as yet. 


Yet the currency which has shown cons¬ 
tant decline since 1949 is the pound Sterling. 
All face-lifting operations performed on it 
have failed to improve its looks. Two days 
ago, it declined from J.D. 0.677 to roughly 
JD 0.658, and ‘the cause was attributed to 
an expected Rhodesian war with Mozambi¬ 
que.

One unsubstantiated account 
speaks of a party being held 
during festival week at which 
could be seen “Mr. Grieg, Mr. 
Dvorak and Mr. Brahms sitting 
at a table conversing together.” 


CHORAL SUCCESSES 

But if the festival did not 
manage to attract that sort of 
attention, it would still have 
earned a page in musical his¬ 
tory — as the birthplace of the 
two choral works, Mendels¬ 
sohn’s "Elijah” (1846) and El¬ 
gar’s “Dream of Gerontius” 
(1900), both of which stemmed 
directly from the enthusiasm of 
the organisers.

Mozambique steps up war effort

WASHINGTON, March 8, 
(AFP). — Mozambique which 
last week placed itself on a 
war footing towards neighbour¬ 
ing Rhodesia, has begun import¬ 
ing large quantities of Soviet 
arms including tanks and rock¬ 
et launchers, sources close to 
the United States Intelligence 
service disclosed today. 

The sources said the arms 
were seen being unloaded in the 
northern port of Beira. 

Three Soviet ships were also 
reported to be heading towards 
Mozambique. 

Meanwhile -there are contra¬ 
dictory reports that Cuban tro¬ 
ops fresh from their victory in 
Angola have arrived in Mozam¬ 
bique where an estimated 4,000 
Rhodesian nationalists are rea¬ 
dy to go into action against the 
white minority government in 
Salisbury. 

However the guerrilla forces 
are understood to be handicap¬ 
ped by poor training and a lack 
of arms and experienced offi¬ 
cers.

KUWAIT, March 8 (AFP). —
